The year 2010 is almost be¬ 
hind us, and I am happy to say 
that together with my team, the 
various departments under my 
watch, my ministerial col¬ 
leagues, strategic partners, the 
Aruba Parliament, and cer¬ 
tainly the people of Aruba and 
the guidance of our Creator, 
we were able to make some 
important strides. 

During this passing year, 
we achieved various goals in 
the area of tourism. KLM has 
returned to Aruba, Carnival 
Cruise Lines have returned to 
our harbor after an absence of 
more than 3 years. We created 
the Tourism Council from 
which entity I will receive im¬ 
portant counsel with respect to 
tourism. With the support of 
Parliament we were able to in¬ 
crease the room tax with 3.5%, 
and create the Aruba Tourism 
Marketing Fund (ATMF) as 
well as the Tourism Product 
Enhancement Fund (TPEF), 
each with their respective 
budgets and management. 

Aruba recorded history in 
our tourism industry with the 
unprecedented partnership 
with the private sector regar¬ 
ding the ATMF, while the 
TPEF is already making a dif¬ 
ference with respect to the 
projects designed to improve 
our tourism product. 

Another milestone was the 
reopening of the Aruban Re¬ 
sort, which now bares the 
name of Tropicana. In addition 
to these, the process has begun 
to convert the defunct Bushiri 
Hotel and ruins into a 5-star 
property. 

This year we also intro¬ 
duced a new logo and image 
for Aruba, one that can be used 
internationally which is con¬ 
tributing to a more effective 
marketing of our island. 

In 2010 the world became 
aware of Aruba in a new con¬ 
text, one of glamour and ci¬ 
nema graphic excellence 
during the first Aruba Interna¬ 
tional Film Festival which in-

eluded the visit of the famed 
movie personality, Richard 
Gere as our distinguished host. 

In this same vein I signed 
another novel for Aruba, one 
that would make Aruba glow 
in the world of fashion, the 
Aruba In Style Fashion event 
scheduled to take place in 
2011. 

One of the biggest accom¬ 
plishments for me as indivi¬ 
dual and as politician in the 
area of tourism is the privatiza¬ 
tion of the Aruba Tourism As¬ 
sociation (ATA), converting 
this organization into a sui- 
generis legal structure. Many 
ministers of government of 
previous administrations at¬ 
tempted this, but finally at the 
beginning of 2011 this will be¬ 
come a reality with the support 
of Parliament. 

With respect to public 
transport, 2010 was also a 
fruitful year for our island. The 
Reina Beatrix Airport will re¬ 
main in the hands of our peo¬ 
ple. Despite the fact that our 
predecessors had opened the 
door for the Schiphol Group or 
others to purchase shares of 
our airport, and to allocate a 
seat on the Board of Directors 
of the airport to an expatriate; 
this year we signed an amend¬ 


ment with Schiphol Group to 
eliminate those two issues. 
This ensures that the airport 
will remain totally the property 
of the people. In addition, with 
pride we succeeded in nomi¬ 
nating an Aruban professional 
to work as counterpart along¬ 
side the airport director. 

The process to modernize 
the air traffic control is in mo¬ 
tion with the air traffic con¬ 
trollers involved in this 
process. The regulation and le¬ 
galization of our public trans¬ 
port is receiving the necessary 
attention. Certain agreements 
have been reached between 
our taxi chauffeurs, small bus 
drivers and tour operators. Our 
intention is to ensure that both 
those providing the public 
transport service and those re¬ 
ceiving the service will be sa¬ 
tisfied. In order to accomplish 
this, it was important to be able 
to have control of our public 
transport and I am satisfied 
that this is marching forward 
very well. DOPV (the organi¬ 
zation responsible for the su¬ 
pervision of our public 
transport) is under leadership 
of a management team and is 
functioning optimally.

Boney M's Bobby Farrell 
dies in Russia

SAINT PETERSBURG, 
Russia (AFP) - Bobby Far¬ 
rell, singer and dancer with 
1970’s disco group Boney M, 
died early yesterday in a hotel 
room in Saint Petersburg, 
where he had been perform¬ 
ing, city officials said. He 
was 61. 

The Saint Petersburg in¬ 
vestigative committee of 
prosecutors said the Aruba- 
born Dutch singer was found 
dead in his bed by a staffer at 
the city's Ambassador hotel. 

"There was no sign of vi¬ 
olent death," a committee 
source said. "The investiga¬ 
tion continues."

Fontanka.ru reported that 
Farrell had come to the Russ¬ 
ian city on Wednesday take 
part in a corporate event but 
reported feeling ill during his 
performance. 

A security source told the 
news site that Farrell’s body 
was found at 9:00 am (0600 
GMT). A post-mortem was 
being carried out. 

Farrell was the sole male 
member of Boney M, which 
won global fame with catchy 
disco numbers like "Daddy 
Cool," "Belfast," "Ma 
Baker", "Sunny" and 
"Rasputin,"— many of which 
won gold and platinum discs. 


Presenting their annual address 
was outgoing President of the 
Board, Sheela van Veen. KvK 
executives judge the global 
economic attitude is showing a 
somewhat more positive out¬ 
look at the end of 2010 than the 
previous year. However, it con¬ 
tinues to be a slow recovery; 
using the U.S. (which most di¬ 
rectly affects Aruba’s tourism 
and economy) as a benchmark, 
there is an increase of the GDP 
of 2.6 %, but unemployment 
remained at 9.8%. 

European nations present a 
mixed panorama, with strong 
development in Germany si¬ 
multaneously contrasted by 
profound economic difficulties 
for Ireland, Portugal, Greece 
and possibly Spain. Emerging 
as powerful economies affect¬ 
ing commerce around the globe 
are China, India and Brazil, 
which are enjoying a prolife¬ 
ration of global markets and an 
unprecedented increase in their 
middle classes. In the opinion 
of the KvK, this is largely due 
to the continued worldwide de¬ 
mand for oil, despite an am¬ 
bivalent market in the U.S. and 
Europe. The price of cmde oil 
continues to increase, and is 
expected to reach $ 100 a barrel 
in early 2011, which will con¬ 
tribute to the fragility of the 
recovering economy. 

Aruba, in particular, has 
seen a slight economic im¬ 
provement in the past year over 
2009. There was a definitive 
increase in arrivals and the 


tourism industry, resulting in 
greater consumer spending 
among the resident population. 
There was a negligible increase 
in new businesses registered 
with the KvK, from 1138 in 
2009 to 1155 at the end of 
2010. These numbers are down 
from 2007 and 2008. KvK 
feels they must consider this in¬ 
dicative of decline, as they 
would expect the number of 
new registrations to be aug¬ 
mented annually by about 200. 

KvK was also quite preoc¬ 
cupied with the financial status 
and actions of a new govern¬ 
ment that had taken office in 
the final months of 2009. Dur¬ 
ing 2010, a number of taxes 
were reduced; most notably the 
BBO, an accumulated sales tax 
which was reduced by half, 
from 3% to 1.5%. It is felt the 
reopening of Valero will offset 
this loss of income for the gov¬ 
ernment as well as a new gov¬ 
ernment bond issue valued at 
324 million Aruban florins. 
However, KvK foresees 2011 
as a difficult year economi¬ 
cally, with the possibility of 
some new taxes as the govern¬ 
ment is operating with a large 
deficit leftover from the previ¬ 
ous administration, with no im¬ 
mediate, viable solution on the 
horizon. 

KvK analysis for the year 
2011 projects that Aruba must 
focus on a more modem econ¬ 
omy based on international 
commerce and attracting 
tourism from alternative 


• • • 


sources such as Europe and 
Eatin America, particularly 
Brazil. The diversification and 
expansion of Amba’s economic 
resources is essential for con¬ 
tinued growth and stability in 
the coming years. 

To maintain a climate of in¬ 
vestment and entrepreneurial 
optimism, the KvK believes it 
is essential to maintain a formal 
Social Dialog, as was launched 
in 2010. The encouragement of 
new and diverse aspects of 
business is needed to stimulate 
commerce and industry. They 
also suggest the fiscal regimen 
needs drastic revitalization; and 
Amba must closely watch the 
actions of competitors in the re¬ 
gion. 

Following this serious note, 
the festivities continued with 
entertainment by Gmpo Betico. 
With the advent of the New 
Year, a new board will be in¬ 
stalled, which Ms. Van Veen 
continuing in some capacity.

The Labor department is also 
going through changes at this 
moment and those changes 
will become evident in 2011.

Android apps growing by 
the second, over 2.5

In the apps numbers game, 
Google’s (GOOG) Android is 
gaining on Apple’s (AAPL) 
iPhone.The two-year-old An¬ 
droid Market now is offering 
more than 200,000 apps and 
games for download, Softpe¬ 
dia reports. This compares 
with more than 300,000 for 


the Apple operating system. 

“Apple's App Store for the 
iPhone, iPod and iPad might 
still be on the first position, 
with over 300k application 
available for download for its 
users, but the Android Mar¬ 
ket is still going up, and it 
even seems to be accelerat¬ 
ing,” said Softpedia. 

Android apps are being 
downloaded at a clip of 103 
downloads per second, with 
total downloads passing 2.5 
billion. 

It’s estimated that Android 
could overtake Apple in 2014. 

Google didn’t confirm the 
numbers. And Softpedia 
warned: “The actual numbers 
might be a little different than 
whatAndroLib.com shows. 


US study finds Neanderthals 
ate their veggies 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
US study found that Nean¬ 
derthals, prehistoric cousins 
of humans, ate grains and 
vegetables as well as meat, 
cooking them over fire in the 
same way homo sapiens did. 

The new research pub¬ 
lished in the Proceedings of 
the National Academy of Sci¬ 
ences (PNAS) challenges a 
prevailing theory that Nean¬ 
derthals' over reliance on meat 
contributed to their extinction 
around 30,000 years ago. 

Researchers found grains 
from numerous plants, in¬ 
cluding a type of wild grass, 
as well as traces of roots and 
tubers, trapped in plaque 
buildup on fossilized Nean¬ 
derthal teeth unearthed in 
northern Europe and Iraq. 

Many of the particles "had 


undergone physical changes 
that matched experimentally- 
cooked starch grains, sug¬ 
gesting that Neanderthals 
controlled fire much like 
early modern humans," 
PNAS said in a statement. 

Stone artifacts have not 
provided evidence that Nean¬ 
derthals used tools to grind 
plants, suggesting they did 
not practice agriculture, but 
the new research indicates 
they cooked and prepared 
plants for eating, it said. 

The squat, low-browed 
Neanderthals lived in parts of 
Europe, Central Asia and the 
Middle East for around 
170,000 years but all evi¬ 
dence of them disappears 
some 28,000 years ago, their 
last known refuge being 
Gibraltar.

Forecasters keep eye on looming 
’Solar Max’ 


PARIS, France (AFP) - The 
coming year will be an im¬ 
portant one for space weather 
as the Sun pulls out of a 
trough of low activity and 
heads into a long-awaited and 
possibly destructive period of 
turbulence. 

Many people may be sur¬ 
prised to learn that the Sun, 
rather than bum with faultless 
consistency, goes through 
moments of calm and tem¬ 
pest. 

But two centuries of ob¬ 
serving sunspots — dark, rel¬ 
atively cool marks on the 
solar face linked to mighty 
magnetic forces — have re¬ 
vealed that our star follows a 
roughly 11-year cycle of be¬ 
haviour. 

The latest cycle began in 
1996 and for reasons which 
are unclear has taken longer 
than expected to end. 

"The latest prediction 


looks at around midway 2013 
as being the maximum phase 
of the solar cycle," said Joe 
Kunches of the Space 
Weather Prediction Center at 
the US National Oceanic and 
Atmospheric Administration 
(NOAA). 

But there is a prolonged 
period of high activity, "more 
like a season, lasting about 
two and a half years," either 
side of the peak, he cau¬ 
tioned. 


At its angriest, the Sun can 
vomit forth tides of electro¬ 
magnetic radiation and 
charged matter known as coro¬ 
nal mass ejections, or CMEs. 

This shock wave may take 
several days to reach Earth. 
When it arrives, it com¬ 
presses the planet's protective 
magnetic field, releasing en¬ 
ergy visible in high latitudes 
as shimmering auroras — the 
famous Northern Lights and 
Southern Lights.

#1 RULE: NEVER ALLOW A CHILD TO USE FIREWORKS UNSUPERVISED 


New Years is a time that kids 
love and mothers dread. Fire¬ 
works are great fun, but must 
be handled cautiously; each 
year Aruba’s emergency room 
treats patients for lost fingers 
and bums resulting from ill use 
of fireworks. 

Even sparklers can reach a 
temperature of 1800 degree 
Fahrenheit, so don’t assume 


these are “safe.” 

Always read cautionary 
material and instructions. 
When igniting fireworks, be 
sure to place them on a level 
surface in a stable launcher, 
clear of any combustible mate¬ 
rial and not aimed at any build¬ 
ings. Never hold lit fireworks; 
they may be defective and ex¬ 
plode in your hand. 


Always keep a bucket of 
water or a hose handy; do not 
try to relight a firework that 
has malfunctioned, but hose it 
down thoroughly. Do not look 
down a tube of a large “batata” 
that has not launched after a 
reasonable time; you might 
find out it is only delayed, as 
did one man two years ago, re¬ 
sulting in serious facial burns 


and eye damage. Do not reuse 
fireworks that have been lying 
around since the previous year; 
make sure to use up your sup¬ 
ply and throw away any left¬ 
over. 

In Aruba they are a tradi¬ 
tion, as no one can imagine 
ending the old year without a 
pagara; so be wise, and start 
the New Year right.

Brazil's 
Petrobras 
confirms 
giant oil finds 

RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil 
(AFP) - Brazil’s state-run 
Petrobras confirmed that oil 
fields recently discovered off¬ 
shore contained 8.3 billion bar¬ 
rels of recoverable crude and 
gas — and said the biggest field 
was being renamed "Lula.” 

That nomenclature happens 
to be the nickname of Presi¬ 
dent Luiz Inacio Lula da Silva, 
who steps down tomorrow 
after overseeing eight years of 
prosperity in Brazil capped by 
the oil discoveries. 

Brazil hopes the fields will 
propel it into the top league of 
oil exporting nations, securing 
its drive to become the world's 
fifth-biggest economy in a few 
years' time. The Lula field was 
Brazil's biggest, a "supergiant" 
field with an estimated 6.5 bil¬ 
lion barrels of recoverable oil 
and gas.

I’m no business expert, but 
personal experience, exposure 
to numerous business types, 
and much reading and research 
have taught me much about 
business. Today, I’m deviating 
from my usual emphasis of 
writing to the larger commu¬ 
nity to focusing in specifically 
on our business community in 
this article. 

When you, as a business 
owner think of the end of the 
year, what do you think of? 
Most small business owners 
think of taxes. Taxes, we know 
are inevitable, however, this is 
an ideal time to stop and ana¬ 
lyze, review and also plan 
ahead for the next year. 

Some smart business own¬ 
ers have developed a business 
blueprint complete with iden¬ 
tified metrics, which makes it 
easy to see how they’ve done 
throughout the year. A business 
blueprint acts like a map so 
you can see where you are and 
where you need to go while 
consistently aligning all areas 
of your business, including 
your external marketing as 
well as your internal opera¬ 


tional systems. Business own¬ 
ers should use the end of the 
year as a trigger to analyze all 
areas of their business, and not 
just for doing inventory. 

Permit me to suggest the 
following items to add to your 
checklist this year as you ana¬ 
lyze and plan, they may help 
you gain a head start on next 
year 2011. 

1. Express gratitude to 
your customers/friends....tell 
them Thanks! 

If you haven't yet thanked 
your customers this year, you 
may want to send them a sim¬ 
ple thank you note for being a 
loyal customer or client. You 
might also want to thank them 
by providing an irresistible 
offer, especially since they 
may still have holiday gifts 
they need to buy and your 
product or service may be the 
perfect gift for someone on 
their shopping list. You know, 
some people do buy after the 
rush! Or, you may want to 
offer some small gift as a token 
of your appreciation for their 
business during the past year. 

2. Examine your financial 
books....get them in order. 

Unless your fiscal year is 
some other time than at the be¬ 
ginning of the year, you will 
want to get all of your receipts 
ready for your accountant or 
CPA. Did you donate used 
business inventory or funds to 
some charity? If so, you want 
to collect those receipts and in¬ 
clude them for review by your 
accountant. Our new tax laws 
allow for some deductions of 
your donations. Above all, get 
the financial help you need so 
you can make informed deci¬ 
sions and choices in planning 
for the new year. Examine 
your balance sheet, income 
statement and cash flow state¬ 
ments to see what you need to 
continue and what you need to 
change for next year. 

3. Elect a strategic plan 
for your business goals.... 
plan how you’re going to 
move ahead. 

At the end of the year you 
should have a pretty good idea 
where your business is. Hence, 
it's a good time to look at how 
you got there. Refer to your 
business plan or blueprint and 
check to see if you accom¬ 
plished what you set out to ac¬ 
complish during the past year. 


Identify the reasons for the 
success or where you fell 
short. Make notes on your suc¬ 
cesses or identify the support 
you will need to reach the 
areas you fell short on for next 
year. You will definitely need 
this assessment in your busi¬ 
ness planning for the upcom¬ 
ing year. Remember to identify 
goals that are specific, measur¬ 
able, attainable, realistic and 
have a time frame. The end of 
the year is an ideal time to as¬ 
sess where you are now, and 
where you want to go in the 
coming year; and plan out the 
specifics of how you're going 
to get there. 

4. Explore smart(er) 
moves...check what’s work¬ 
ing and what’s not. 

Identify the contacts you've 
made over the year and review 
anything or anyone you need 
to follow up on — be sure not 
to leave any business hanging. 
Reassess if your networking 
organizations are working for 
you. End of the year is a good 
time to determine if you're 
going to reinvest in the same 
organizations, or do business 
with the same people. You 
might just find that it's time to 
let go of some memberships or 
business contacts that are no 
longer working and explore 
new ones that will help you ex¬ 
pand your business and signif¬ 
icantly improve your bottom 
line. 

5. Examine your brand¬ 
ing....it may need an over¬ 
haul. 

If your website is already 
two or more years old, you 
may want to refresh and/or up¬ 
date it. Likewise, if you use 
Ezines or Enewsletters and 
other marketing and branding 
materials these must be up¬ 
dated, refreshed, or possibly 
even completely rewritten. 
You need to be exact, explicit, 
and personable to attract your 
ideal clients. Make sure that 
your clients/customers know 
exactly who you work with 
and that your messages match 
your market. Erase any confu¬ 
sion or doubts about your busi¬ 
ness from the mind of your 
clients/customers. 

6. Establish the best mar¬ 
keting systems. 

It is ok to set some New 
Year’s Resolutions. If you’re 


looking for a 24/7 sales person, 
don’t make this one of your 
resolutions...to find such a per¬ 
son. They don’t come in that 
‘size! ’ You may need to imple¬ 
ment automatic lead genera¬ 
tion systems and set up your 
marketing systems so they 
work on autopilot. Examine 
other internal systems and 
processes you need to imple¬ 
ment next year to help leverage 
your time, energy and re¬ 
sources. Determine with what 
you find in your year end 
analysis that you will work 
smarter rather than harder. I 
learned this principle from 
Raymond Maduro, one of 
Aruba’s foremost business en¬ 
trepreneurs! 

7. Embrace personal de¬ 
velopment for yourself next 
year. 

Over the years I have expe¬ 
rienced that whenever I invest 
in my own personal develop¬ 
ment, it pays off a hundred 
fold.

Giants end 56 -year title drought in 
haunted season 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Baseball saw pitching perfec¬ 
tion aplenty and a title in San 
Francisco for the first time, 
but retirement, death and 
doping haunted the American 
pastime in 2010. 

The San Francisco Giants, 
who had not won the World 
Series since 1954 when they 
were based in New York, de¬ 
feated the Texas Rangers four 
games to one in the World 
Series, Major League Base¬ 
ball's best-of-seven champi¬ 
onship final. 

Behind overwhelming 
pitching performances from 
Tim Lincecum, Matt Cain 
and Madison Bumgarner, the 
Giants brought San Francisco 
a title for the first time since 
the team arrived in 1958. 

The Rangers, who had not 
won a playoff series in their 
half-century history, finally 
advanced to the World Series 
only three months after a 
group led by retired ex- 
Ranger legend Nolan Ryan 
took the club out of bank¬ 
ruptcy. 

Philadelphia's Roy Halla- 
day became only the second 
pitcher in major league his¬ 
tory to throw a no-hitter in a 
playoff game, doing so in his 
playoff debut to power the 
Phillies over Cincinnati to 
begin a sweep. 

Halladay followed only 
the fabled perfect game 


thrown by Don Larsen of the 
New York Yankees against 
Brooklyn in the fifth game of 
the 1956 World Series, but 
his feat summed up a year of 
pitching masterpieces. 

Halladay also hurled a 
perfect game at Florida in a 
regular season that saw a per¬ 
fect game by Oakland's Dal¬ 
las Braden and no-hitters by 
Colorado's Ubaldo Jimenez, 
Tampa Bay's Matt Garza and 
Edwin Jackson of the 


Chicago White Sox. 

Not since seven no-hitters 
were thrown in 1991 has 
Major League Baseball seen 
so many great pitching per¬ 
formances. 

Hitters had their moments. 
St. Louis slugger Albert Pujols 
hit his 400th career home run 
while Yankees slugger Alex 
Rodriguez belted his 600th ca¬ 
reer homer in August. 

But doping tainted the feat 
for "A-Rod", who last year 
admitted to using steroids 
when he played for texas 
from 2001 through 2003. 

Doping slapped the sport 
in January when retired slug¬ 
ger Mark McGwire, who re¬ 
fused to answer questions 
before a Congressional panel 
in 2005 about whether he 
took steroids, admitted he 
used performance-enhancing 
drugs for nearly a decade, in¬ 
cluding in 1998 when he hit 
70 home runs to break the 


then-one-season record of 61 
by Roger Maris. 

Two other stars learned 
their dates with doping des¬ 
tiny in 2011. 

US baseball home run 
king Barry Bonds was given 
a trial date of March 21 on 
charges he committed perjury 
when telling a 2003 grand 
jury he never knowingly took 
performance-enhancing 
drugs. 

Bonds set the all-time US 
career homer mark of 762 in 


2007 but was linked to the 
BALCO scandal, his per¬ 
sonal trainer going to jail. 

Legendary pitcher Roger 
Clemens has a July 6 trial 
date on charges of obstruc¬ 
tion of Congress, perjury and 
making false statements dur¬ 
ing testimony before Con¬ 
gress when he denied using 
performance-enhancing 
drugs in 2008. 

Lanky southpaw pitcher 
Randy Johnson, Seattle slug¬ 
ger Ken Griffey Jnr and 
Chicago Cubs manager Lou 
Piniella retired in 2010, a 
year in which baseball saw 
the death of legends on and 
off the field. 

New York Yankees owner 
George Steinbrenner and 
Yankee Stadium announcer 
Bob Sheppard both died in 
July. 

Steinbrenner passed away 
at 80 after an apparent heart 
attack. He had owned the 
Yankees for 37 1/2 years. 
Sheppard, who announced 
games from 1951-2007, was 
99 when he died. 

Sparky Anderson, a Hall 
of Fame manager who guided 
three World Series champi¬ 
ons in a 26-year Major 
League Baseball career, died 
in November at 76 and Ron 
Santo, who had played 14 
years for the Chicago Cubs, 
died at 70.

Crosby's streak ends at 
25 games 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Sidney 
Crosby's point streak ended 
at 25 games after he failed to 
register a point in the Pitts¬ 
burgh Penguins' 2-1 shootout 
loss to the New York Is¬ 
landers. 

Until he came up against 
the Islanders, Crosby had 
recorded a point in every 
Penguins game since Novem¬ 
ber 3. 

He produced 26 goals and 
24 assists during that span. It 
marked the longest points 
streak in the National Hockey 
League since Quebec's Mats 


Sundin had a 30-game streak 
during the 1992-93 regular 
season. 

Crosby had also scored a 
goal in five straight games 
before being held off the 
scoresheet by New York. 

Crosby doesn't usually 
have trouble scoring on the 
Islanders — he has more ca¬ 
reer points (62 in 33 games) 
against New York than any 
other team in the league. 

Crosby had a chance to 
score in the shootout but was 
stopped by Islanders goal- 
tender Rick DiPietro.

World Cup 2010 writes legacy in sport's vocabulary! 



PARIS, France (AFP) - In 
years to come, the impact of 
the 2010 World Cup may be 
gauged by the words that it 
introduced to the footballing 
lexicon. 

’Vuvuzela’, ’Jabulani’ and 
’tiki-taka’ would have meant 
little to football fans at the 
dawn of the year, but at the 
end of the month-long ex¬ 
travaganza in South Africa 
they were on the tips of every 
tongue. 

The ubiquitous noise of 
the vuvuzela - a plastic horn 
blown by fans that emitted a 
sound not dissimilar to a 
swarm of hornets - was the 
first indication that Africa’s 
first World Cup would dance 
to a different rhythm. 

The cacophony created by 
the trumpets was such that 
some broadcasters developed 
technology to block it out of 
their coverage, while the Adi¬ 
das Jabulani - the official 
tournament ball - proved sim¬ 


ilarly controversial. 

Designed to be 
more perfectly 
spherical than any 
ball in history, it 
proved an irritant to 
goalkeepers and 
was derided as ’’hor¬ 
rible” by Spain’s 
Iker Casillas and his Italian 
counterpart Gianluigi Buffon. 

It was England’s Robert 
Green who suffered the great¬ 
est embarrassment, however, 
letting a tame Clint Dempsey 
shot squirm through his grasp 
and into the net in his side's 
opening game, a 1-1 draw 
with the United States. 

he tiki-taka style of slick 
passing football that swept 
Spain to their first ever World 
Cup triumph will provide a 
more enduring monument. 

Success at the 2008 Euro¬ 
pean Championship had 
made Spain one of the pre¬ 
tournament favourites, but 
they fell to a shock 1-0 defeat 


against Switzerland in their 
first match. 

The margins of victory 
may have been slender but 
Spain's modus operandi re¬ 
mained the same: patient 
inter-changes of passes, or¬ 
chestrated by Barcelona play- 
maker Xavi, punctuated by 
rapier-like bursts into opposi¬ 
tion territory. 

The Netherlands barred 
Spain's path to glory, having 
disposed of Dunga's heavily 
backed but ultimately one-di¬ 
mensional Brazil in the last 
eight. 

A slow-burning final at Jo¬ 
hannesburg's Soccer City 
Stadium was initially remark¬ 



able for a succession of ro¬ 
bust Dutch challenges. 

Spain would not be cowed, 
however, and with four min¬ 
utes of extra time remaining 
Andres Iniesta gathered Cesc 
Fabregas's pass before 
drilling an unerring drive into 
the bottom-left comer. 

Vicente del Bosque's team 
were acclaimed as worthy 
winners, but there were also 
plaudits for Joachim Loew's 
effervescent young Germany, 
who thrashed old foes Eng¬ 
land 4-1 in the last 16 before 
overwhelming Diego Mara¬ 
dona's Argentina 4-0 in the 
quarter-finals. 

German forward Thomas 
Mueller won the Golden 
Boot for top scorer, while 
Diego Forlan was crowned 
player of the tournament after 
firing Umguay to the last four 
for the first time since 1970. 


Italy and France both 
limped out in the group 
phase; France amid high farce 
after their players boycotted a 
training session in protest at 
the expulsion of Nicolas 
Anelka for clashing with 
coach Raymond Domenech. 

Ghana, meanwhile, came 
within a whisker of becoming 
the first African team to reach 
the semi-finals, but Asamoah 
Gyan's missed penalty in the 
last minute of extra time 
against Umguay enabled the 
South Americans to progress 
at their expense. 

None of it came as any 
surprise to the tournament's 
tme star, however. 

Paul the Octopus earned 
international fame by cor¬ 
rectly 'predicting' the outcome 
of eight consecutive games 
before passing away at a Ger¬ 
man aquarium in October.
